FP HAT in the Year 1689, there was an Eſtabliſhment for Hoſpitals to attend 
the Sick and Wounded, during the War in Jreland. | 


That they were imployed, according to their ſeveral Stations, in the ſaid Ho- 
ſpirals, till the Reduction of that Kingdom; during all which time they gave their 


conſtant Attendance in their ſeveral Places, and Diſcharged themſelves therein with 
all Diligence and Integrity, 


| That upon Stating their Accounts, by Commiſſioners thereunto appointed by 
their late Majeſties of Glorious Memory, they received Certificates for their ſeveral 


Arrears, which amounted in the whole to near 2000 /. as by the ſame (ready to 


be produced) may appear. 


That in the Year 1703, they apply'd to the late Commiſſioners, appointed by 
Act of Parliament, to State and Determine the Debts due to the Army, in order 
to, have their Accounts ſtated, and receive Certificates for Debentures, for what 
ſhould: appear due to them, but could not obtain the fame, the ſaid Commiſſioners 
being of Opinion their Authority was not ſufficient to relieve them. 


That in the Seſſions in 1705, they Petitioned the Honourable Houſe, ſetting 
forth the Pre miſſes. 


: Whereupon the Houſe then referred the Conſideration of their Petition to the 
Committee to whom the Petition of Colonel Venner was referred. 


That the ſaid Colonel Venner was Governour of the ſaid Hoſpitals by the ſame Eſta- 
bliſhments with the Petitioners; and upon the Report from the ſaid Committee, a Bill 
was order d to be brought in and Paſs d for the ſaid Colonel's Relief, and accordingly 
he received Debentures in full of his Demands. That the Petitioners being ſome- 
what later in-point of Time, before they Petition'd this Honourable Houle, than 


Colonel Yenner had been; and the Seſſion being very near at an end, nothing 


more was done therein tor the Petitioners. 


That ſeveral of them are, by the want of their Pay, reduced to great Kxtremi- 
ties, and mult continue fo diſtreſſed, unleſs your Honours will be pleaſed, in your 
great Juſtice, to give them Relief. 


That (as they humbly conceive) they are the only Perſons who were imployed 


in the Eng/iſþ Eſtabliſhments, in the War of Jreland, that remain unſatisfied for 
their Services. 


hs they humbly hope, That your Honours will be pleaſed to 


take their Caſe into Conſideration, and afford them ſuch Relief as 
to your Honours great Wiſdom and Fuſtice ſhall ſeem meet, they 


having faithfuly |ſerved the Publick in their ſeveral Stations, and 
are remedileſs elſewhere,
